past, However, people not trained 
in physical education, being re- 
munerated at little more than mi~ 
nimum wage, and being oftentimes 
burdened with oversize groups can 
hardly be expected to do a profes- 
sional job, Ideal situation? Ne- 
gative! 

Now, I do not blame the com- 
missioner or the commission. I 
blame the town, all sixteen thou- 
sand of us, Our population is 
multiplying. Our industries are 
burgeoning. Wilmington Is on its 
way to becoming a city.

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A Mycological Tale 


It has been a peculiar summer, 
The sun hasbeen hiding behind rain 
clouds, crops ate slow in ripening, 
and the drought of the past five 
years is now a thing of memory. 

One effect has been a tremendous 
increase in the fruiting of fungt. 
Where only a few mushrooms were 
growing a couple of years ago hun- 
dreds, sometimes thousands, can 
be found, 

That peculiar species of hunter, 
the mycologist, also known as the 
mushroom hunter, is in his glory. 
Your writer is one of these, 

Mushrooms of course are atype 
of fungi, and fungi are not like the 
ordinary plants around us, 

Fungi are the subject of much 
lore, and more superstition, Some 
of them, indeed many ofthem, have 
an affinity for strange chemical 
compounds, 

It is this affinity for strange 
compounds that make some fungi 
capable of producing hallucinations 
when eaten, some capable of pro- 
ducing gastric upsets, and some, 
notably of the species Amanita, of 
death, 

There are about 13 varieties of 
Amanita, 11 of them said to be 
poisonous, One of them, Ceasar’s 
Mushroom ( Amanita Caesarea ) 
is said to have about the finest fla~ 
vor of any mushroom, but the ordi- 
nary garden yarlety of mycologist 
will never take the chance, totaste 
one, if he should find it, 

The Ceasars of Rome reputedly 
tested their Amanita Caesarea by 
feeding samples to their slaves, If 
the slaves were alive next morning 
it not only proved that the mush- 
Toom was not another variety of 
Amanita, but also that the slaves 
had had a wonderful supper! 

In the United States, prere are 
about 3000 species of niushrooms. 
Of these about 50 are truly to be 
described as edible, But the flavor 
of those 50 - each Is distinctive, 
and almost is incapable of des- 
eription, 

The mushrooms one buys in a 
store, the commercial mushroom, 
has nothing in flavor compared to 
wild mushrooms, 

Take, for instance, Leucoagar!- 
cus Procera - the Parasol Mush- 
room, 

It is well named, for it appears 
to bea parasol, Sometimes it grows 
to be a foot tall, and just as broad, 
but the average ts about six or 
eight inches. Ten inch wide specl- 
mens are fairly common, 

But finding a mushroom that fits 
this description does not mean that 
a Parasol Mushroom has been 
found, The Amanita, which is very 
common in Wilmington, has spe- 
eles which are very similar in 
appearance - but oh so deadly. 

Last weekend your writer saw a 
few Parasol Mushrooms, 

‘That meant the flag was up. The 
Lewcoagaricus Procera was fruit- 
ing - anda Mushroom Picking Par- 


ty was in order - a party of one, 


To look for mushrooms today 
the best technique is to drive 
around slowly, inspecting lawns, 
If something 1s to be seen that re~ 
sembles the mushroom for which 
a search is being made ~ get out 
and look! 

Two lawns down in Hathaway 
Acres gave your writer his second 
and third batch of Parasol Mush- 
rooms. The Gallahue family and 
the Moeglin family probably have 
opinions ofthe writer, but they have 
never eaten Parasol Mushrooms, 

‘That gave the writer about twenty 
Parasols - enough for a good meal, 
But perhaps there were a few more 
around, 

Some miles later on that after- 
noon the writer’s car was travers- 
‘ing old Ballardvale Street. A few 
Parasols were spotted in a field. 
‘There was anelectric fence around

Mr Galka, it turned out, picked 
mushrooms too, He learned ofthe 
identity of some species from his 
father, He had never picked Para-

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801 Mushrooms, He regarded it as 
being a sub-species of Amanita and 
would have nothing to do with it, 

Just that morning he had noticed 
some of Bob Evans’ Cattle eating 
something that wasn’t grass. It 
wasn’t until he got out in the field 
that he realized those cattle were 
eating the same kind of mushroom 
the writer was picking. 

Here, the writer thought, could 
be a grim joke, similar in context 
to the story about Ceasar’s slaves, 
Except that the writer knew that the 
cattle would be alive the next morn-

That pasture was loaded with 
the Parasols. Your writer spent the 
afternoon, picking 20 quarts, 
That was obviously too much to 
be eaten at one time, They must 
be canned ~ get out the jars and 


the pressure cooker! 

But there were no rubber rings 
in the house, and the lady of the 
household said she had given the 
preserving things to Mrs Christian 
Bachman of Marie Drive, 

A telephone call to Mrs Bach- 
man produced no rubber rings, but 
an offer to freeze the mushrooms 
instead, A 50-50 agreement was 
soon made - 50% of the freezing 
to Mrs Bachman, and 50% to the 
writer, 

Tt didn’t take long. Those 20 
quarts of Parasols were washed, 
cut up, parboiled*and frozen, and 
became eleven large sized pints 
of frozen mushrooms, 

And two families of Wilmington 
are assured of a good supply of 
mushrooms this winter - far far 
superior in taste to the common 
store bought variety,
